He is secretary of the Improvement 
board, and laughingly told the re- 
porter that "Portsmouth is' such a 
hot town that we Ironton men were 
very much surprised to find your 
streets covered with snow and ice. 
But joking aside, we Irontonians re- 
gard Portsmouth as a strictly up-to- 
date city, and a visit- to your shoe 
factories here confirms fcbat^ opinion,

The Head Bookkeeper Finally Bal- 


nnces Him Account*. 


A south side man who ia a clerk in 


one of the leading banks on this side of 
the river was in a communicative mood 
last night. During a conversation about 
various things he took on a retrospective 
air and said, "There is nothing like the 
faithfnl discharge of one's duties, bnt 
it is sometimes an expensive experi- 
ment."

Fifty pounds sterling, or $250, per 


skin ia not an unusually high average 
price to pay for the fur of tho sea otter, 
and at fur sales in London a much 
higher price has often been asked and 
received. Much, of coarse, in the mat- 
ter of price depends upon the condition 
and size of the skin. The animal when 
it is alive and wearing the fur itself is 
from three to five feet in length from 
nose to tail tip, though the skin lying 
upon it in loose folds, the actual "pelt,".' 
is of fair size. 
• • - 


Ever since Bering, sailing from Rus- 


sia, discovered Alaska and found its na- 
tives clad in otter skin this fur has 
been the prime object of the pelt hunt- 
ers' desire. Sable, marten, mink and 
even ermine can be trapped or shot 
without extraordinary trouble. Seak 
are driven inland like fools to be slaugh 
tered and skinned at their captors' lei- 
sure. Bnt the sea otter must" be sought 
diligently as the diamond, for three 
centuries of experience have uiade him 
wise.

ner of Alaska, which is tbo nortuwesl 
corner of the continent, Aliaska, a pe 
ninsnla, which breaks off into a chain 
of islands called the Aleutians.

care of it by living far away from the 
mainland, sleeping with one eye open, 
upon the floating weed beds or a sea 
washed reef exposed to the full fury of 
the north Pacific. 


At the slightest sign of tho approach 


of man be dives deep, and stays below 
for 20 minutes nfc a timo. 


Sometimes a stray otter may be shot 


from the land as he plays in .tho surf, 
but tbo chief methods of bis capture 
are "tbo surround" and clubbing. In 
the former case a party of Aleutian is- 
landers aro conveyed to Saanak, there 
to encamp for two or three months. 


Woo to the hunters if the wind be off 


the shore, for thnn no fire may be lit tc 
make the beloved, tea, no pipo of tobac- 
co smoked, or the hope of a capture 
would bo vain. For the otter is all 
eyes and ears and nose when alive; all 
fur wlien dead. 


Upon a calm day the hunters paddle 


gently over the sea in their skin canoes, 
keeping an eager eye upon the rolling 
surf for a sign of tins prey. A hnntei 
sees an otter and makus'a quiet signal 
to his males. Like a flash the quarry 
has dived 
Raising his oar aloft, the 


man who found the otter remains as a j 
buoy above the phice of the animal' 61 
disappearance, while bis mutes form in 
a huge circle with him in the center.. 


In 20 minutes, at most, the otter 


comes up again in sight of seme of the 
canoe men. A frightful yell drives the 
poor brnte bslow again before he has 
had time to fill his lungs. Shortly he is 
again seen, and the process repeated, 
till at length bis body is so gas inflated 
that he cannot sink and Calls a prey to 
the lucky hunter whose spear first 
pierces that too rich coat of his. 


Luck varies, and the sea otter is 


yearjy rarer and more shy, but, if for- 
tunate, each hunter may have from two 


to ;Syo sKiiiVtor tiio traders as tne re- 
sult of his three months' catch. 


To be -a successful hunter requires a 


Spartan scorn of comfort, huge pa- 
tience, keenness of vision and readiness 
of resource, as well as great dexterity 
in tho handling of a risky craft and 
an intimate knowledge of your quarry's 
habits which it requires a lifetime of 
observation under trying conditions to 
gain. 


"The surround," then, is no joke, 


but clubbing next door to suicide. .The 
hunters encamped "upon Saanak have 
been for a day or two prevented by a 
howling gale from doing anything save 
sleep or smoke. One or two of tho men, 
knowing, seemingly by instinct, that 
the gale has almost blown itself out, 
prepare for a clubbing expedition. 


Should they in the dark and turmoil 


miss the islands some score of miles 
away they are carried out into the 
ocean and certain death. If, on .the oth- 
er hand, they make' their haven, they 
land and creep, club in hand, over tho 
rocky const to the ocean swelled reef 
where the otter.s sleep. 


The roar of tho gale drowns the sound 


of their approach, and the poor otter ia 
a mere "pelt" before be knows of his 
danger. Scores of otters have been killed 
in one night by a clubman or two. But 
otter clubbing is not a means of liveli- 
hood likely to become generally popular.

SPEECH OF THE PEESIDENT. 


Discussion of Problems Confronting 


American People, 


SO IMPERIAL DESIGNS EVIDENT. 


The Chief Executive Savs Tliiit He Firmly 


; B*lieve» That the 
Filipinos Will Be 


. Benefit ted by the United States and la 


Future Years They Will Rejoice In Our 
Heroism nnd Humanity, Notwitlntand- 
iag the Unfortunate Shedding of Blood 
Around MarillltL. 


Boston, Feb. 17. — At the banquet of 


.the Home Market club at Mechanics' 
hall, President McKinley was the guest 
of honor. 
- Messrs. Long, Alger, Bliss, Gage and 
Smith of his .cabinet accompanied him, 
together with Congressman Grosvenor 
of Ohio. 


The day was spent in quietude by 


the president until 4:15 p. m., when 
:be was. escorted to Mechanics' halt to 
participate in the reception and ban- 
quet o£ the Home Market club. ' 


He spoke in part as follows: 


. "Mr. Tpastmaster and Gentlemen: 
..The years go quickly. It seems not so 
long, but it is in fact six years since 
>it was my honor to be a guest of the 
SHoine Market club. 


•> ' "I do not know why in the year 1890 
this republic has unexpectedly had 
'placed before it mighty problems which 
•it must face and meet. Many who were 
Impatient for the conflicts a year ago 
were the first to cry out against the 
far reaching consequences of their own 
act. Those o£ us who- dreaded war 
most and whose every effort was di- 
rected to prevent it, had fears of new 
and grave problems which might fol- 


, low its inauguration. The evolution of 
events which no man could control has 
trought' these problems upon us. 
. "Every great act in its progress, 
from Manilla to Santiago, from Guam 
to Porto Hico, met universal and 
hearty commendation. The protocol 
commanded the practically unanimous 
'approval of the American people. 
It 


was welcomed by every lover of peace 
leneath the flag. 


"The 
Philippines, like Cuba and 


Porto Rico, were 
intrusted to our 


hands by the war and to that great 
trust, under the providence of God and 
in the name of human progress and 
civilization, we are committed. 
It is 


a trust we have not sought; it Is a 
trust from which we will not flinch. 
The American people will hold up the 
hands of their servants at home to 
whom they commit its execution, while 
Dewey and Otis and the brave men 
whom they command will have the 


': support of the country in upholding 


our flag where it now floats. 


"What nation was ever able to write 


an accurate program of the war upon 
which it was entering, much less de- 
cree in advance the scope of its results? 
Congress can declare war, but a higher 
power decrees its bounds and fixes its 
relations and responsibilities. 


"We hear no complaint of the rela- 


tions created by the war between this 
government and the islands of Cuba 
and Porto Rico. There are some, how- 
ever, who regard the Philippines as 
In a different relations; but whatever 
variety of views there may be on this 
phase of the question, there is uni- 
versal agreement that the Philippines 
shall not be turned back to Spain. 


"Such a course could not be thought 


of. And yet had we refused to accept 
the cession of them we should have 
nad no power over them, even for their 
own good. We could not discharge the 
responsibilities upon us until these is- 
lands became ours either by conquest, 
or treaty. There was but one alter- 
native and that was either Spain or 
the United States in the Philippines. 
The other suggestions — first that they 


form it could be marshalled and as- 
certained until peace and. order, BO 
necessary to-reign: of reason shall bo 
securely established? A reign of'ter- 
ror Is not the kind of rule under .which 
right action and deliberate judgment 
are possible. It is not a good time 
for the liberator to submit important 
questions concerning liberty and gov- 
ernment to the liberated while they are 
engaged 
la 
shooting 
down 
their 


rescuers. 
^ 


•tSpain is now eliminated from the 


problem. It remains to ask what we 
Bliall'do now. I do-notjntrude upon' 
the duties of congress! I only say that 
the treaty of peace,.honorably secured, 
having been ratified 
by the United 


States, 
congress 
wil! 
have 
the 


power to do what In good morals is 
right and just and humane for these 
peoples in distant seas. 


"The treaty now commits the free 


and enfranchised Filipinos to the guid- 
ing hand and the liberalizing influ- 
ences, the generous sympathies, the up- 
lifting education, not of their Ameri- 
can masters, but of their American 
emancipators. No one can tell now 
what is best for them or for us. I 
know no one at this hour who is wise 
enough or sufficiently informed to de- 
termine what form of government will 
best subserve their Interests and our 
Interests, their and our well being. 


"If we knew everything by. intuition 


—and I sometimes think 
there are 


those who believe that if we do" not 
they do—we should not need Informa- 
tion; but unfortunately: most'of us.are 
not in that happy "state. 
The'whole 


subject is now with congress and con- 
gress is the voice, the'conscience. and 
the judgment of the American people. 
I know of no better or safer human 
tribunal than the people. 


Dnty of Exeoiitjve. 


"Until conditions shall direct other- 


wise, it will be the duty of the exe- 
cutive to possess and hold the Philip- 
pines, giving to 
the people thereof 


peace and order and beneficient gov- 
ernment, affording them every oppor- 
tunity to prosecute their lawful pur- 
suits, encouraging them in thrift and 
industry, making them feel and know 
that we arp their friends, not their en- 
emies, that their good is our aim; that 
their welfa.e is our welfare, but that 
neither their aspirations nor ours can 
be realized until our authority is ac- 
knowledged and unquestioned. 


"That the inhabitants of the Philip- 


pines will be benefitted by this republic 
is my unshaken belief. No imperial 
designs lurk in the American mind. 
They are alien to. American sentiment, 
thought and purpose. 
Our priceless 


principles undergo no change under a 
tropical sun. 
: 


"I have no light or knowledge not 


common to my countrymen. . I do not 
prophecy. The present is all-absorbing 
to me, but I cannot bound my vision 
by the bloodstained trenches around 
Manilla, where every red drop, whether 
from the veins of an American soldier, 
or a misguided Filipino, is anguish to 
my heart; hut by the broad range of 
future years, when that group of is- 
lands shall have .become the gems and 
glories of those tropical seas, a land 
of plenty and of increasing possibili- 
ties, a people redeemed from savage 
indolence and habits, devoted to the

FAURE'S DEATH. 


President of French Republic 


Passes Away. 


THE SUMMONS WAS SUDDEN. 


While In the Palace the Angel of 


Darkness Appears. 


APOPLEXY GIVEN AS THE CAUSE, 


Although the Noted French Statesman 


Retained His Conflciougnega For Some 
Time After He Was Stricken, the Doc- 
tors Soon Recognized That the CBBO 
Wa» Hopeless — M. Uiipuy Immediately 
Notifies the Prefect*, Saying the Gov- 
•rumeut Counted on Tliolr Aid at the 
Painful Juncture. 


Paris, Feb. 17.— The sudden death o£ 


President Faure occurred from a stroke 
of apoplexy. 


About S p. m. M. Faure, who was 


then In his study, went to the door o£ 
the room of M. L'e Gall, his private 
secretary, which is contiguous to the 
study, and said: "I do not feel well. 
Come to me." 


M.'Le Gall immediately went t<? the 


president's aid, led him' to a sofa and 
called General Bailloud, general secre- 
tary of the president's household; M. 
Blondel, under private secreary, and 
Dr. Humbert, who happened to be at 
the Elysee attending a relative. 


The president's condition did not ap- 


pear dangerous; but Dr. Humbert, on 
perceiving that he was rapidly getting 
worse, telephoned forDr.Lanrte-Longue 
and Dr. Cheiirlet, .who arrived with- M. 
Dupuy, and were joined later by Dr. 
Bergery. 


Though M. Faure still retained con- 


sciousness, the doctors soon recognized 
that the case was hopeless, but it was 
not until nearly 8 o'clock that the 
members of the family were informed 
of the real state of affairs. They then 
came to the sofa where he lay. 


Soon Logen Consciousness. 


Soon after he began to lose con- 


sciousness, and, despite all efforts, ex- 
pired at 10 p. m. in the presence of the 
family and M. Dupuy. 


The.flag over the Elysee was imme- 


diately lowered to half-mast and the 
news was dispatched to all the officials 
and the members o£ the cabinet. Gen- 
eral Zurlinden, military governor of 
Paris; the grand chancellor of 
the 


Legion of Honor, the prefect of the 
Seine, the prefect of the police of Baris 
and the presidents of the spnate and 
chamber of deputies promptly arrived 
at the Elysee. The report spread Tap- 
idly through the city and large crowds 
soon assembled -in the vicinity of the 
palace. 


M. Dupuy communicated the sad In- 


telligence to M. Loubet, president of 
the. senate; M. Paul Deschanel, presi- 
dent of the chamber .of deputies; the 
members of the cabinet and other high 
functionaries, after which he addressed 
the following dispatch to all prefects 
and sub-prefects in France: ' 
' 


"I have the sad task to announce to 


you the death of the president, which 
occurred at 10 p. m. as the result of 
an apoplectic stroke. Kindly take the 
necessary measures to inform the pop- 
ulation immediately of the mourning 
that has fallen upon the republic. The 
government' counts upon your 'active 
vigilance at this painful juncture." 


It was not until 11 o'clock that the 


news became known to the general 
public In Paris. From that time began 
a continuous arrival of public men. 
Strict orders, however, were issued, 
and only members of the cabinet were 
admitted to the Elysee.- " 


Sketch of Hli Life. 


Francois Felix Faure, sixth president of 


the third republic of France, was born 
Jan. 
20, 1841,. .in Pr»rl», and. was the sou 


of a cabinet 'ranker. 


He was educated at a private commercial 


school and sraa then. sent to England for 
two years to learn the language, and to 
become acquainted with the English meth- 
ods ot business. -On his return to France 
he went to Amboise and mastered the bus- 
iness of a currier. When quite young he 
married tlie daughter of .M. Belluct, an 
attorney at Amboise. Almost Immediately 
afterward he settled at Havre as a com- 
mission merchant, and he eoon became a 
lendjng ship owner. 


He became president of the Havre cham- 


ber of commerce and during the Franco- 
Prussinn war .held the office of deputy 
mayor of the city. In these troublous times 
he was also captain of the Mobiles of the 
Selne-Inferieuro, in which capacity he took 
part in the skirmishes near Havre. 
He 


greatly 
distinguished 
himself 
by 
the 


promptness with which, at the head of 
volunteer firemen, orfjanized by himself, he 
extinguished the conflagrations started at 
Hnyre by the communards. In doing this 
he was slightly wounded by a shell. Dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war Garobetta sent 
him to England to buy arms for the Franco 
Tirreurs and Mobiles. 


In August-, 1881, he offered himself *• a 


republican candidate for parliament in the 
third district of Havre, and WBB elected. 
He was appointed under secretary of state 
for the colonies in the Gambetta admin- 
istration, and In May, 1891, he became 
minister of marine In M. Dupny's cabinet 
and was appointed vice president of the 
chamber of deputies. Naturally his bus- 
iness position made him an authority on 
shipping, commercial and 
colonial ques- 


tions, and during these years he complied 
t valuable work on the '-Comparative Bad- 
gets of European States." 


On the retirement of M. Casimer-Perrter, 


who resigned the presidency Jan. IS, 1893, 
he was chosen president by 4SO rates, as 
against S6l given to Henri Brlssoa, the 
election taking place Jan. 17, 1803. 


In 1897 M. Faure went to St. Petersburg 


to retnrn the vialt of Emperor Nicholas, 
and while there the definite announcement 
of the treaty. of alliance was ma da. 
He 


flfied many important public offices, but In 
the midst of almost general corruption he 
passed unscathed. _ 


' New* »t 


Washington, Feb. 17. — The news of 


the death of President Faure did not 


reach Waahlngtne until alter tie close 
of office hours and the adjournment 
of 
congress. Consequently the fact 


did not become generally known dur- 
ing the evening, and Secretary Hay 
said that no official information had 
yet 
reached 
him 
concerning 
the 


French president's death. A reporter 
carried to M. Thiebaut, the French 
charge in the absenc?"of M. Cambon, 
the news of- President Faure's death, 
which was the first information he 
had received of it. M. Thtebaut was 
greatly surprised and grieved at the 
news. 


EMILY CRAWFORD 


Say* President Faure Died la the NIcir 


of Tlui*. 


Paris, Feb. 17.—Mrs. Emily Craw- 


ford says of the French presidential 
crisis: 


" 'President Faure died suddenly of 


apoplexy,' says the bulletin, but tt was 
really of worry, apprehension and their 
effect on his health; of the intoxication 
of exalted situation; of imperial and 
royal friends. 


"His doctors had long noted symp- 


toms of general paralysis. He meant 
well; but he did great harm to the re- 
public, because of a commonplace men- 
tality and that sort of vanity which 
Moliere ridiculed in 'Le Bourgeois Gen- 
tilhomme.' Louis XIV himself, though 
standing on a right divine pedestal, did 
not attach nearly so much importance 
to courtly etiquette. 


"M. Faure had no Insight Into the 


great problems of human life, and'saw 
only externals. 
He revived, so far as 


possible, the ceremonials of Napol- 
eon's court. 


"Not even a deputy or senator could 


speak to him without 
being 
first 


spoken to. Whenever a French diplo- 
mat, who had freshly arrived in Paris, 
came to pay his respects, M. Faure's 
first question was 'What are they doing 
at other courts?' 


"M. Faure alone -svas unaware that 


he soon must resign, but'no one save 
Clemericeau and a few others foresaw 
the fatal issue. The situation brought 
on through his fault is most dangerous. 
Never has there been a better oppor- 
tunity for a "coup d'etat in France 
Since 1852. 


"The republic for the next 48 hours 


will be lying at the mercy of the first 
man. who will seize it, but the sudden- 
ness of M. Faure's demise prevents the 
enemies of the republic concerting to 
strangle her. Beside, there is no man 
of sufficient prestige to make a coup 
d'etat. 
The generals are disaffected, 


but the soldiers, though hostile to the 
Jews, would not obey if ordered to fire 
on the republicans. M. Faure appar- 
ently died at the nick of time. 
The 


reactionist forces, under his encour- 
aging eye, were- being gathered 
to 


battle."
